New  Book  Will  Charm  Readers

A  look  into  the  past  serves  its 
ttuest  purpose  when  it  enriches 
the  present  with  new  meaning  and 
understanding.  So  Miss  Mattie  M. 
Dykes  in  her  book,  BEHIND  THE 
BIRCHES,  a  history  of  Northwest 
Missouri  State  College,  will  charm 
and  inspire  all  friends  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  both  old  and  new. 

In  her  Foreword,  the  author 
mentions  that  she  has  given  con¬ 
siderable  space  to  the  beginning 
of  the  College,  for,  as  she  says, 
•'beginnings  are  always  of  inter¬ 
est.”  In  thus  case,  that  is  partic¬ 
ularly  true,  since  the  early  story 
of  the  school,  as  shown  by  pain¬ 
staking  research,  is  a  fascinating 
one  of  near-success  followed  by  de¬ 
feat,  of  doubts,  politics,  scheming 
and  bitter  rivalry. 

The  long  struggle  bears  fruit  at 
last  as  told  in  the  chapter  entitled 
"From  Vision  to  Reality,”  and  the 
school  is  finally  established.  Trib¬ 
ute  is  paid  to  the  outstanding  per¬ 
sonalities  that  have  shaped  tire 
school  from  normal  to  slate  col¬ 
lege  in  a  chapter  on  the  six  men 
who  have  served  as  president,  and 
in  another  chapter  on  personalities 
of  the  faculty  who  have  left  a  last¬ 
ing  imprint  upon  all  who  knew 
them.  Other  chapters  deal  with 
buildings,  grounds,  the  Horace 
Mann  Laboratory  School. 

Although  the  book  is  never  form¬ 
al  in  style,  and  strict  history  is 
often  further  relieved  by  light 
comment.  Miss  Dykes  in  the  chap¬ 
ter  called  "Salmagundi"  finds  the 
ideal  spot  for  lively  anecdotes, 
and  assorted  topics  such  as  The 
Stroller  (without  which  no  book 
about  the  College  would  have  been

The  important  events 
are  accurately  listed  to  be  sure, 
but  so  are  many  other  events,  sim¬ 
ply  curious  or  entertaining  in 
themselves.  For  example,  on 
March  3,  1910,  the  entry  is  "Six 
acres  of  onions  and  early  corn 
planted  between  Administration 
building  and  president's  resi¬ 
dence."  May  17.  1916,  "Senior 
play,  Shaw's  PYGMALION  — 
thought  ‘too  advanced  for  Mary¬ 
ville.’  ”  The  last  entry  is  dated 
February  8,  1956:  "The  Horace 
Mann  Cubs,  coached  by  Mr.  Bur¬ 
ton  Richey,  won  their  twenty-third 
straight  victory  in  basketball  this 
season." 

The  book  itself  is  a  slim,  hand¬ 
some  volume  bound  in  black  linen 
lettered  in  gold,  beautifully  print¬ 
ed.  The  black  and  white  jacket 
will  cntcli  every  eye  with  its  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  birches  and  the  tow¬ 
ers. 

The  suggestiveness  of  the  title 
BEHIND  THE  BIRCHES  has  a 
double  significance.  Of  the  book 
it  gives  a  clue  to  the  scope,  in 
every  way  above  and  beyond  his¬ 
tory  alone  in  its  appeal.  Of  its 
author,  it  reveals  the  combination 
of  skilled  journalist  and  devoted 
teacher,  writing  enthusiastically 
about  the  school  she  has  known 
first  as  a  student  and  then  as  a  re¬ 
spected  member  of  the  faculty.
